It. has been 
‘said that’ the League of Nations 
failed’ because the Senate of the 
United States repudiated ‘their 
President's signature to the Ver- 
csailles Treaty. It ‘would indeed 
bea tragedy iF the new attempt 
to build world organisation were 
to fail because the United States 
should vacillate’ “through craven 
fear of being great.” :

the devastation and disruption 
‘enused by the Japanese occupa- 
tion and military operations in 
Siam, and also in Burma, the 
difficultica of transport are very 
great, Furthermore, in all areas 
of South East Asia, there oxists 
a great shortnge of lighters 
which very much slows up the 
loading and unloading of ships, 
so that the transportation pro- 
blem is an extremely difficull 
one. : ere 

“Those problems were examin- 
ed at the Conference, and every 
possible aetion-has been taken 
to overcome the transport dif- 
ficulties. 

“In addition to examining 
how best to make available more 
supplies of food, the Conference 
also considered what means 
could be taken to ensure that 
the best use wags made of the 
food available All representa- 
tives were asked what rationing 
schemes were in foree and it 
would interest you to know that 
in all areas of the British Con- 
trol, there are rationing schemes 
in operation, such as we have 
here in H.K. 

Balanced Dict ‘ 

“The Conference also examin- 
ed the question of nutrition, 
and whether the supplies includ- 
vd a properly balanced diet. 
Here, in Hong Kong, we have 
Lhad a very complete nutritional 
survey made. by * Licut.-Colonel 
Wilkinson, I am sure you will 
be glad to know that this very 
able repert shows that we have 
worked on the right lines here 
from the point of view of a pro- 
perly balanced dict. 

“There igs one point that I 
would particularly like to make 
with regard” to the Conference. 
and that is that yj 
sit round x tnbleCand talk, The 
whole spirit of the Conference 
was action—what action could 
be taken now. As you all know, 
‘Admiral Mountbatten has a re 
putation for vigorous action, 
und I can assure you that Lord 
Killearo is also a man who cuts 
right through obstacles and muy 
be relied upon to take swift an 
vigcrous action. ~ 

“Although Hong Kong draws 
its supplies, particularly of 
eerenls, from South East Asia, 
in one characteristic: it differs 
from all the other territories in 
the area, This is that whilst all 
these ‘other areas have alterna- 
tive indigenous supplies _ on 
which they can draw, Hong 
Kong is practically entircly de- 
pendent on imports. I pointed 
this out to the Conference, and 
it wus fully recognised. 

Strong Appeal | 

“With regard to the future, 
the position ia serious, and the 
recent cut in the ration may 
have to be maintained ‘at least 
for some time. The difficulties 
however, are not in superable 
and. I have hopes that if we all 

ut together they may be over- 
come, 

“I would, therefore, make a 
very strong appcal“for economy 
and for prevention of wastage. 
The general public has hereto- 
fore cooperated with the Ad- 
ministrativn most excellently 


and in the varlous measures we 


have Introduced for tie Goneral 
Welfare. Thore are siways. the 
inevitable black sheep, but they 
have riot beeri.so numerous here 
asin many other places in tho 
world, :

Lady Margaret, herself, was 
never aware of the honour bes- 
towed on her. She died in Hong 
Kong, while It was atill under 
Japanese rule, on Feb, 7, 1944. 

* A memorial service for her was 
held at “Idlewild”, on Feb. 15 of 
this year.
